Fisheries Argument Passed by U. S. 
Senate Committee. ©... 
Washington, Aug. 1—The Senate 
foreign relations committe yesterday

‘carries out, with some modifications, 
the rules and methods of procedure 
recommended by The Hague tribunal 
:Sept. 7, 1910. 


@ treaty provides that all future 
laws or rules for regulation of the 
fisheries of Great Britain, Canada or 
Newfoundland, such as relate to the 
time and method of taking fish, shall 
be promulgated and come into oper- 
ation within the first 15 days of No- 
vember of each year. At ten years 
intervals a change in the date may be 
made the subject of negotiation, and, 
if necessary, of submission to a com- 
mission. 

After the promulgation the United 
Btates is given 45 days in which to 
object. The objection may be sub- 
mitted, it is pfovided, to a permanent 
mixed fishery commission. This com- 
mission is to consist of three mem- 
bers Sppetnted for five years,,one of 
whom shall be an expert froin Great 
Britain and the United States re- 
spectively. ~

Mr. Rowell received a rousing wel- 
come. 

“IE” said Mr. Rowell, ‘we could 
induce Mr. Whitney to come here and 
see the farms and the country as we 
have seen it, you would get measures 
more in harmony with what you te.

Any important program must em- 
brace four important considerations, 
first, transportation must be consider- 
ed, adequate railway facifitic, must 
be furnished. As fast as conditions 
warrant it, branch railroads should 
be’ built. The Government railway 
should not be run for revenue, but 
for colonization service. The most 
important factor was to make the rail- 
way a ineans of fully opening up the 
country. 

The second need was good roads, 
The test by which to judge was whe- 
ther the Government was. pursuing 
the best policy calculated to-open up 
the country. Make shift ways of 
building roads, especially where poli- 
tical considerations governed, where 
those patch work roads were built 
were obviously not adequate. ~The 
next need was publicity. 

The Dominion Government and the 
railroads are all active in booming 
western Canads. Of what use are the 
sixteen million acres if the facts are 
not breught home to people who are 
looking for just such opportunities as 
exist in northern Ontariv. The Gov. 
ernment should organize and carry 
forward an active campaign of public- 
ity. F 

‘Publicity, said Mr. Rowell, will en- 
list the interest of millions of farmers 
in the United States and elsewhere 
who now know nothing, of the exist- 
ence of the great clay belt here, while 
there should also be homeseekers’ ex- 
cursions and the Givernment should 
assist the settler after he gets here.

They gave little additional 
information regardidg the $2,400,000 
fund which they alleged illegal re- 
sorts paid for polite protection in 
the city’ every year, but their story 
of the alleged anxiety of Lieut. Beck- 
er, because of Gambler Rosenthal’s 
threatened exposure, was amplified 
to the district attorney, and in the 
Prosecutors opinion he. strengthened 

is evidence against Becker. 

The “‘plot that failed’ was to have 
been brought to its<climax at the 
Gorden Restaurant on Sist street on 
Saturday night, July 6, when Rosen- 
thal and his wife were dining there, 
according to the account told by Rose 
to the district attorney as spokesman 
for théStwo gamblers, With Rosen- 
thal and his wife ‘at the time was 
Jack Sullivan, the néwsboy, now un- 
der arrest for alleged complicity in 
the murder. Rose himself engineered 
the “job” and brought t> the restau. 
rant “‘a fleet of thugs,” who were to 
do the actual shooting, according to 
Rose. Two of the thired assassins 
were “Gib the Blood” and “Lefty 
Louis,” who are fanted by the police 
as two of the men who actually shot 
Rosenthal ten days later in‘ front of 
the Hotel Metropole, Becker at that 
time was down town) Rose said, wait- 
ing for the murder plot to be con- 
summated, 3 

“Becker had talked! with me every 
day,”” Rose said. “He kept saying 
te me. ‘Why don't ypu wil this fel- 
low off?" Rosenthal gould have been 
killed off that night @ the bunch had 
mt lost their nerve, They got the 
notion after they reached restau- 
rant that a detective wag on to them.

Meanwhile Volice Lieut, Becker, a 
prisoner in the Tombs, ia saying no- 
thing. His counsel had made no state- 
ments and there is nothing to confirm 
the report that his defence will be 
that the three gamblers, Rose, Val- 
lon and Webber, finding the case*go- 
ing against them, got together and 
framed the story that would involve 
Becker. ’ 

The arrest of Becker and the con. 
fessions of Rose, Vallon and Web- 
ber have completely demoralized the 
gamblers and poolrooms, and gain- 
bling houses are shut up tight. The 
ganfblers say they don't know when 
they will be able to open again.

Se H. Tapp, a retired British offtcer, 
whom we both knew, came to us, 
claiming that this bronze gun was his 
; rsonal property, that it had been an 
: OF ver elrioom in his family for about a 
; century; that being dotermined to fix 
- himself permanently In Quebec he had 
caused the gun to be brought from his 
home in England, and that pending 
the creation of a new home here he 
bad requested one of the military 
storekeepers to house it where we 
found it. He asked us to take charge 
of it until such time as he would clalm 
it. He further volunteered tho state. 
ment that the gun had formed part 
of the armament of an American £.00p 
of war or privateer captured off the 
harbor of Boston tn tho earty days 
‘| of the Revolutionary war by bis srand 
father, then an officer in the Roya} 
navy. This officer had either rocived 
the gun as a reward or kept It as 
legitimate loot. ; 
“During the summer of 1872, our 
new commandent, Lt.-Col. T. B. 
Strange, R.A. caused the gun to be 
mounted on an improvised carriage In 
the’ centre of the Citadel Square, in 
the exact position it now occuples 
“In May, 1875, being on leave of ab 
fence, I yisited the United States and 
among other cities Boston, and among 
its sights, the Bunker Hill monument. 
At the summit of this monument. 
Teached by a long ‘ight of Stairs, is a 
quadrangular chamber. To my sur 
prise I found affixed to the walis two 
bronze guns of the exact size and ap 
pearance of cur Citudel gun. A third 
but similar gun was in seve: 1 frag 
ments also alized to the walls. Or 
one of there was an inscription to 
the effect that: In tho year ‘1722 four 
bronze guns were cast by order of the 
. commonwealth of Massachrsctts, that 
all were ured during the war of In- 
dependence. Two of these were Intact 
at the cloze of tho war—the third ex 
ploded, (hence tho fragments) ane

They 
rary in size—the largest was measur 
od by the Commander of H.M.S. Cam- 
brian in 1906, and was 68. feet long. 
The Iength of its nose was 11 feet. 
Tho figures extend down to the rips, 
tnd the faces represeut a receding 
forehead, a broad adzo-tike nose, thin 
ips, and a powerful chin. * 

There arc many mysteries about 
these remains which the Routledge 
sxpedition may help to solve. There 
no metal found in the Island, and 
the only ancient tool found has been

sal works.

Rumor Says Germany Is Stealing a 
March. 


London, Aus. !.--The London Daily 
Express prints tie following report 
that Germany. is building a secret 
squadron in tie race for sea suprem- 
acy with Great Britain: 

“It is reported in armor-plate cir- 
cles that for some months past: the 
firm of Krupp has been engaged in 
the ‘manufacture of guns and muni- 
tions fora new squadron of nine 
battleships for German; It is un- 
derstood that during the last three 
weeks the angle irons an’ plates for 
these ships have been received from 
England. 

“The zligportance of this informa- 
tion congfSts in the fact that in the 
event of Germany forcing the pace 
either for herself or for the other;

It is under- 
stood that the action wh‘ ‘: has been 
taken is a reply to Churchill's spcech 
on his accession to office. 

“An addition of nine battleships to 
ths German fleet in 1914 would. place 
this country in the gravest peril with 
which it has ever been faced. } 

“Mr. Churchill in’ the House « of 


., Commons a few months ago, laid it 


down that the absolute minimum of 
safety was the maintenance of a 60 
per cent. margin of superiority in 
capital ships over Germany. In the 
House of Commons ten days ago he 
said that at the end of 1914 we would 
have a minimum of 33 and a maxi- 
mum of 41 battleships fully manned 
and in full commission, against 29 
of Germany.

lanes unless driven to do so by un 
precendentedly :severe weather. But 
nowadaya ‘this holds true even more 
than formerly. In former times, the 
prevailing winds at different seasons, 
the’ set of various ocea:: currents, and 
peculiar’. natural phenomena, played 
considerable parts ‘a the determina 
tion of the great trade routes, just as 
the location: of wells and‘ oases de- 
termines: caravan routes across: the 
African deserts. Ships «naturally 
Bteered on courses on which they were 
most helped by the winds blowing at 
the different: season of the year, as 
well' as by curreits lke the Gulf 
Stream. 

The lanes used by the great trans 
Ataintic liners, however, are governed 
entirely by the {cedrift from the north. 
This {ce-drift is “a regular phenome 
non, and clogs the seas as far south 
as the latittude of Cape Hatteras to a 
point about 40 Uegrees west longtl- 
tude, not very far from the Azores. 
That is to say, about half the seas 
between the American‘ and European 
continents ate, subject te the peril of 
tho Iceberg. Years ago skippers dis- 
covered this, and when transAtlantic 
travel began to assume the propor 
tions of an Industry, the custom gra- 
dually) grew up of setting regular 
routes across the Atlantic, depending 
upon the presence of ice. 

The northern or short lino is fok 
Jowed late in the year, after all the 
Greenland floes and bergs have drifted 
down and disintegrated in tho warmer 
southemn waters; the southern or 
short course ts that followed the grea 
ter portion of the year, when the 
presence of ice ia a constant menace 
to navigation.

FIRE RAGED. FOR HOURS 
While Engaged In. Fighting a $200,- 
002 Blaze In Montreal Abattoir 
Forty Members of Fire Depart. 
ment, Including Officers, Are 
Seriously Crippled in Their 
Work by the Deadly Vapor. 


Montreal, Aug. 2.—Forty firemen, 
including numerous officers of the 
force, were overcome by ammonia 
fumes and by the clouds of smoke 
from burning lard and meat during a 
fire which raged all afternoon in the 

mises of the Montreal Abattoirs, 
., on the bank of the canal, in 
Point St. Charles. Several recovered 
and resumed the fight, but many ‘had 
tc be transported to the city hospi- 
tals, and to-day eleven men are still 
in various ‘institutiong All ere de- 
clared to be out of danger, but it will 
be several days before most of them 
can return to duty, while a few are 
seriously injured. 

The fire was not extinguished until 
nearly six o'clock last evening. It 
started shortly affer noon as the men 
wero leaving for lunch, and is thought 
to have originated from an overheated 
fete of boiling grease. The entire 

rigade was called out and the fire 
was finally confined to the building 
in which it started, the packing 
plant, a four-storey brick buflding 
which was completely destroyed. The 
plant contained the cold storage de- 
partment and it was from this that 
the ammonia fumes come, The 
slaughter house was saved.

A farmer of Hertfordshire, England. 
who died In 1720, was so certain that 
‘bts lethal slamber was to be not really 
death, that he foserted in his will his 
written wish that, “as he was about 
to take a thirty years’ nap, his coffin 
might be suspended from a beam fn 
his barn and by no means nailed 
down.” He, however, permitted it to 
bo locked, provided a hole were made 
In the side, through which the key 
might be pushed, so thet he might let 
himself’ ont when he .awoke. His 
nephew, who inherited the property, 
obeyed his whim and did not bury the 
coffin till 1751, allowing him an extra 
year of grace. 

The Sleur Boby, who died tn 1845 at 
the age of nolncty-six, sald In his will: 
“Eight and forty hours after my de 
cease I desire that a post mortem ex- 
amination be made, that my heart. be 
taken out and placed Jn an orn, which 
shall be Intrusted to M. Baodoln (the 
undertaker}. In conformity with an 
arrangement between bim and myself 
my heart 1s to be. contesed to a 
mausoleum in the department of La 
Mayenne and there to be deposited, as 
agreed.” Wants 

Robert, the famous Earl of Mellent 
and Leicester, one of the early cru- 
saders in the holy land, died in 1118 
tn the abbey of Preaur, where his 
body was buried, but his beart was 
conveyed to the hospital at Brackley, 
there to be preserred in salt. Isabella, 
daughter of the Earl of Pembroke, who 
died in 1230, ordered her heart to be 
sent in a silver cup to her brother, 
then abbot of Tewkesbury, to be buried 
there before the high altar. The heart 
of John Baliol, Jord of Barnard cas- 
tle, who ‘died in 1200, was by his wid- 
ow’s desire inclosed in an ivory casket 
richly enameled with silrer. 

But all ‘these examples, strange as 
they may be, are not especially re- 
markable among the countless num- 
bers of curious wills which are record- 
ed through many generations.

woman interred, elther to the right or 
to the Jeft of me Should this not be 
practicabje in the ordinary course of 
things I direct that they purchase 
tbree graves and bury me ip the mid- 
dle one of the three, Jearing the two 


Jobn Reed, gaslighter of the Walnut 
Street theater, Phiadelpbia, filled that 
post for forty-four sears. There is 
not on record a single performance at 
the theateriat which bo was not pres- 
ent. He never aspired to appear on 
the stage in his Hfetime, bot be was 
not without his mute ambitions, and 
before he died he contrived ingenious- 
dy to make sure of assuming a Shake 
spearean role after his death.

J. Purvea Catter,’ devotes! anfgreat 
portion of; his time Yo the restoration 
and improvement of many works that 
have suffered “in' various Wways'during 
the passage af time. He has'brought 
to Canada a fund of technical’ knowl. 
edge ‘in jart that will doubtleas place 
the collection of Laval under his ex- 
pert care, ina position of high artistic 
efficiency. ras 

In restoring many of the paintings 
Mr. Carter has identified works. of 
unusual value. The way: of. these 
were brought to Canada by l’Abbe 
Desjardins, Vicar-General of Paris. 

An old catalogue, published in ‘1852, 
has recently been found by the pres- 
ent Rector, I'Abbe Gosselin, This 
states that l’Abbe Desjardins was a 
man of much taste and disorimina- 
tion who resided. in Canada for a 
number of years during the French 
Revolution. On his return to France, 
wishing to testify his gratitude for 
the hospitality. he had received, he 
forwarded many works of the) most 
esteemed masters, thus forming a 
nucleus for the present collection. 
The painting pelonging to. the late 
Hon. Jas. Legare were added. some 
yonea ago, and recently the gallery 
has been further enriched by ten 
fine copies of ‘celebrated works in 
Italian carved frames, the donation 
of Mrs, David ‘Ross. These works 
have been given special location in 
one of the reception rooms. 

Realizing the great interest that 
would attach to these art master- 
pieces Mr. Carter has prepared a 
special souvenir album’ of photo- 
graphic reproductions, a copy of 
which His Royal Highness the Duke 
of Connaught was pleased to accept. 

The buildings. of Laval University 
are a study in themselves, Although 
six storeys in height, the modtrn ele- 
vator finds no place within these 
halls of learning, but of staircases 
there are a delightful variety, In 
the older portion may be seen the 
narrow flights that are said to bear 
on their worn surfaces the imprint of 
the feet of the great Bishop Laval 
himself, Certain it is that hand 
carved balustrades, held togethes with 
wooden pegs, have never been ‘re- 
placed since the days of the semin- 
ary’s. founder. In the Grand Semin- 
ar the stairs are wide, but built of 
solid stone, and form »-circling well 
of grand proportions. In the new arts 
building ornamental iron and fire- 
proof concrete form the base of the 
materjal uplift. & | 5 

A portion of the ‘original stone 
structure, built by-Bishon Layal three 
hundred years ago, is still-ip use as 
a part of the! Petit \Semigaire or 
Boys’ School. -Thiw'is' one-*of over 
twenty primary educational institu- 
















graduate to Laval. The new building 
is as beautiful and modern_in every 
respect as the heart could desire, yet 
the old buildings, rich in historical 
association bid fair to exist in use- 
fulness and interest for some cen- 
turies ‘to come. Stone walls, in some 
places fourteen feet thick, built in 
1668, make sturdy foundation indeed. 
Steel and concrete must needs be 
well and truly Iaid to equal the 
stability of structure established thre 
centuries ago. 

The library contains over two hun- 
dred thousand books, and the grenter 
part of these are in duplicate, making 
a total of nearly four hundred thous. 
and volumes.: Even # brief summary 
of the subjects contained in this vast 
storehouse of knowledge would in 
itself makes many volumes, Ht is 
sufficient to say that from the stand- 
roint of high quality the library of 
Laval is priceless,

Make €2.2. Per Cent. of. Canada’s 
Oelebrities—The System of Classi-_ 
fication Admits Only 36 Families 
In a Total of 6,900 Persons—Some 
of the Characteristics of the Great. 


It has lone been regarded almost as 

at a country’s greatest 
men come from the rural districts 
rather than. from the cities, In the 
popular estimates the farm and the 
country village have .boen the -nurs- 
cries of a stronger race of beings, both 
mentally and physically, than the 
confi areas of cities.” To what cx- 
tent this is actually the case in fect 
is another question, which if it were 
studied out as an independent piece 
of research work would involve the in- 
weattaeat in a labyrinth of dificul- 
ies. 

Thanks, however, to the tireless 
Jabors of Dr. Henry J. Murgan of 
Ottawa, it is possible to arrive at.a 
fairly accurate estimate of the rela- 
tive situation in Canada. Dr. Morgan 
has just completed the compilation 
of a new edition of “Canadian Men 
and Wonten of the Time,"’ in which 
he has gathered together information 
about sone 6,900 persons who may be 
regarded as the keading people of the 
Dominion in all walks of life, From 
this mass of biographical data it is no 
very arduous task to work out some 
interesting percentages, which will 
throw light on the proportionate 
standing of city and country in the 
production of Canada’s foremost citi- 
zens, says W. A. Craick in a clever 
analysis which appeared recently in 
The Toronto Globe. 

Combining the figures for the nine 
Canadian’ Provinces, the standing is 


this:

Tho remainder of the 6,900 people 
jisted in the volume are made up of 
these who were born in the British 
Islea, Newfoundland, the United 
States, Europe, ete. It may be inter- 
esting to note that 657 came frem 
Enzland, 331 from Scotland, 184 from 
Ireland, 210 from the United States, 
and 35 from France. Almost every 
country in Europe, besides Australia, 
India, Seuth Africa, South America, 
the East and West Indies, and New 
Zealand, is represented in the list. 

The distribution of the 6,900 lead- 
ing Canadians is likewise a matter of 
interest. Possibly the most significant 
feature in tracing out where all the 
people have mizrated and where they 
new dwell is*the way in which so 
ny have drifted tothe western pro- 
vinces. It has-already been noted that 
only a paltry 44 are native-born west- 
erners, To-day 764 lending Canadians 
reside west of the great Inkes.” The 
eTect of this movemeént is most no 
ticeable in Ontario and the Maritime 
Provinces, The list shows 2.800 born 
in Ontario; 1,016 born in the Maritime 
Provinces, bat only 606 resident there. 
The exodus to the United States is 
also significant. The number «f peo- 
pe of note living in Canada who were 
horn in the United States is 210 where. 
as the number of Canadian-born not. 
abilities who have taken up their resi- 
denee south of the line is 907. 

It may bo asked now: Who are 
these 6,000 leading Canadians, and 
what do they de? The largest indi- 
vidual class in Dr, Morgan’s list em- 
braces clergymen and ministers of the 
rospel, whe total 1,137. Next to them 
in importance are the men of busi- 
ress, a comprehensive class, including 
a great many commercial and finan- 
cial callings; these number 1,103. OF 
lawyers there are 904; of educationista, 
Thi; doctors come to 59, and civil 
rervants of one sort or another to 465; 
there are 377 journalists, and no less 
than 290 people who call themselves 
authors; civil and mining engineers 
are 264 in nomber, and railroad men, 
202; of judges in the list there are to 
be found 235. Besides these, there are 
106 musicians, 133 bankers, 45 archi- 
tects, 41 actors, 113 artists and 19 
dentists, while it is siznificant that 
only 36 farmers have been able to 
brenk into this gallery of fame. . 

There are many other directions in 
which an investigator might prosecute 
entertaining journeys of discovery. 
The regiment of 6,900 people of im- 
portance lined up thus-in dress parede 
in the pagea of the biz red book af- 
fords many amusing disclosures of 
human interest. To pick out the od- 
dities, to make sport of the eccentri- 
cities, would be one way of whiling 
away an hour or two. Or one might 
traverse the paces and read the vari- 
wus pithy press comments which hove 
Lain appended to certain of the bro- 
miaphies, taking what amusement one 
could from these stray expressions of 
omnbion, 

O2 Laurier, that. ultra-Tory news- 
paper, The Montreal Gazette, is quot- 
vd as saying: “In some ways he has 
no rival in pubiie life’; while The 
Tororto Telegram, likewise a Conser- 
vative sheet, adinits that he is a 
“clear-headed, able man,.””

New Y. M. C. A. Plans. 


An important move was made in the 
reorzanization of the work of the 
Y. M. C. A. in Canada a few weeks 
ago at a national convention in Win- 
niveg. 2 

The Y. M. C. A. was placed upon a 
more national basis. .\ Dominion-wide 
organization to be known as the Cana- 
dian Convention, of Young Men's 
Christian Associations, having an exe- 
cutive agent, the Canadian National 
Council, consisting of 36 men, was 
founded. The National Council is to 
provide threo territorial committees 
who are to look after work in districts 
atiotted to them. These will take the 
olace of the present provincial com- 
mittees. The National Council is td 
appoint a general secretary who will 
be its representative for the work of 
Dominion supervision. Each territor- 
ial committee will have its traveling 
secretary to look after detail in its 
field; also a local treasurer, whacwill 
held the position of assistant treas- 
urer to the National Council. Terri- 
torial budgets will be approved by the 
National Council. 

The existing provincial organiza- 
tions have decided to disband, The 
maynbers of provincial committees aro 
elected members of the new National 
Council. 

As regards the policy of the new 
Y. M. C. A. scheme, it is agreed that 
it is not intended to weaken in any 
way the international bond between 
the Associations of Canada and the 
United States. But the aim of those 
whe have had charge of the reorgani- 
zation is by uniting the Canadian 
units of the Y. M. C. A. to make the 
work of the Association in Canada 
more effective as & national force.

Heating the Bank of England, 

The Bank of England, says The Gas 
World, is about to be fitted with a 
system of central heating and hot- 
water supply, which will be one of the 
largest and most complete private 
installations in that country. 

The heating will be effected by 
means of hot-water pipes and radia- 
tors, and as the building covers an 
area of two and a half acres the -cir- 
culation will be accelerated by elec- 
trically<iriven’ pumps, so ‘that the 
radiators nt the extreme points of the 
system will be practically as hot as 
those close to the boilers. | 

Altogether there will be about 600 
of these radiators, and.they will be 
supplied from six boilers, some of 
which can be cut off when the weath- 
er conditions do not require the whole 
power, The hot-water system’ will 
also extend over the entire building, 
and hot water may be drawn at any 
point where a tap is fixed.

The King's Pigeons. 
. The King is known asa keen agri- 
culturist, a successful breeder of prize 
stock, und-an ardent: philatelist, but 
it will prubably come as news to many 
persons that His Majesty is inter- 
ested in homing pigeons, of which he 
possesses a fine loft at Sandringham. 
Twelve of the royal birds are {o take 
part in the Grand National~ pigeon 
race, flown from Rennes, France. 
The prize money amounts to $5,000, 
the largest stakes: yet associated with 
n homing race, und the King’s birds 
will find themselves included among 
some 5,500 competitors, a record entry 
for the .event.. The distance from 
Rennes to London. is over 250 miles, 
but many of the. birds, coming from

England Possesses Some Interesting 
Pieces of Furniture. 


In the possession of Messrs. Barclay 
& Perkins, and preserved at their, 
brewey in Southwark Bridge Road, 
London, England, is a large, roomy 
arttichair, cotnfortably upholstered in 
dark brown leather, jast a little worn, 
Formerly it belonged to the Thrales, 
the friends of Dr. Johnson, and was 
set aside by them strictly for his uso 
at their house in Deadman’s Place, 
Southwark. It passed, with the brew. 
ery, into the. possession of Messrs. 
Barclay and Perkins on the death of 
Mr. Thrale, 

Another chair, the property also of 
8 great man of letters, stands in one 
of the rooms of that stately and ba- 
tonial hall, Audley End, the seat of 
Lord Braybrooke. Its history is told 
on a brass plate inserted in the back: 

“This chair, once the property of 
Alexander Pope, was given as a keep- 
sake to the nurse who attended him 
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it was obtained by Rev. Thomas Ash- 
ley, curate of the parish of Binfield, 
and kindly presented by him to Lord 
Braybrooke in 1884, nearly a century

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Woolwich Arsenal. 

Britain owes her present arsenal 
at Woolwich to an accident. The Gov. 
ernment had a gun foundry in Moor- 
fields, where, upon one occasion, in 
the year 1716, a distinguished party 
were gathered together to witness the 
operation of coasting a large cannon. 

A young foreigner, named Schlach, 
who seems to have been almost an 
entire stranger, but who was well ac- 
quainted with the details of casting, 
noticed that one of the moulds had 
been insufficiently dried, and warned 
the moulders against using it. They 
disregarded his advice, and when he 
saw that he could not prevai} upon 
them to desist, he immediately put 
himself well out of harm’s way. before 
the cannon was cast. A terrible ex 
plosion occurred when the molten 
metal rushed into the wet mould, ow- 
ing to the sudden generation of steam 
that could find no outlet, and several 
pirsons were killed and a large num- 
r injured. 

It is said that search was made*for 
the man whose predictions had been 
so painfully verified, and that the 
Government emphoyed him to advise 
about the best mode of preventing 
such accidents in future. The result 
was that Moorfields was given up as 
a site of a gun foundry altogether, 
and upon his advice the establishment 
wer aoctoved to’ the Warren at Wool- 
wich.

Alleged Instigator of Murder of Rosen- 
thal Was Accustomed to Get Ac- 
quainted With Evil-Doers — by 
“Arresting Them. and Letting * 
“* Them! Off For’a Cénsideration® 
—Full Confession Is Written. 


New York, Aug. 7.—“Bald Jack" 
Rose, the gambler, upon whose .teati- 
mony was chiefly based the: indict- 
nent of Police. Leutenant Charies 
Recker, on the charge of Srey pos 
the murder of Herman Rosenthal, yes- 
Serday. furnished © District | Attorney 
primes with a written statemeut 
isclosing in detail the history of his 
relations with Becker as one of the 
police officers’ alleged graft collectors. 

In his confession, Rose reiterates 
his previous allegation that Becker 
was one of four high police officers 
who collected between $2,000,000 and 
$3,000,000 yearly from illegal resorts, 
and gives a complete table of his col- 
lections from gamblers, which, he 
says, he turned over to Becker. 

These collections, according to. the 
confession, averaged from $12,000 to 
$15,000 a month, and came from an 
lozen or more gambling houses. The 
names of about ten of them Rose gave 
to the district attorney. 

Becker, he says, was continually 
hounding him for more money, tell- 
ing him that “the bunch down town 
isn’t getting enough.” 

‘Rose's statement covered thirty 
pages of finely written notepaper. 

Rose declared that he had always 
turned his collections over to Becker 
in cash, frequently at Rose's home, 
and that his wife and servants had 
“seen the money and could testify to 
the truth of his statement. 

Becker's method of bringing the 
gamblers to terms was to raid them 
first, Rose said. This was the police 
officers’ way, he explained, of “getting 
acquainted.” After the raid he would 
offer to “fix the case Lefore the 


grand jury, Rose charged, provided AUG. 


the unfortunate gambler would “‘come 
across.” If he did, thcn * Becker's 
man, he said, would give harmless 
evidence before, the grand jury of 
what they had told in the police court. 
To further impress the gambler that 
his case was hopeless, Becker would 
procure extra warrants for his arrest 
and threaten to raid again as long as 
ne  exotrent refused to pay his black- 
mail. 

Describing his own relations with 


the ‘police lieutenant Rose said that 


his acquaintance began when Becker 
raided his gambling house on the cast 
side. Rose. asked him jocularly, he 
said, why he had been “picked out,” 
whereat Becker with a wink, “Orders, 
_my boy, orders."” The outcome was, 
Rose said, that he became stool pig- 
eon for Becker in his raiding activi- 
ties and then his collector, with oth- 


ers whom Hecker employed for the ! 


same purpose,

; For: Five Centuries.

DEFIED THE ENTIRE WORLD. 


They Held at One-Time Ferty Theu- 
sand Captives as Slaves, Ameng 
Whom Was Cervantee—The Can- 
non’s Mouth For a French Envey. 


Those pests of the nea, the Barbary 
Pirates, who defied the civilized world 
for 500 years, had at one time 40,000 
Christian slaves in bondage tn Algeria. 
The methods by which they were ob- 
tained and how treated are described 
by Sir Senry Norman in Scribner's 
Magazine: Z 

“Ships were selzed in all European 
Waters, even off the coast of Ireiand. 
and thelr crews tikep into slavery. 
So were the crewr of vessels which 
came to trade. When any state at- 
tempted pupishment the consul of that 
country was sent to the gaileys, and 
Bir Lambert Playfair. Britian consnl 
general and erudite autbor of Mur 
Tay’s ‘Handbook, tells ca that In one 
instance on the approach of a French 
Sect their representative was hiown 
toward them from a mortar. Cer 
vantes himself was a slave there Io 
1535, 

“In the seventeenth century the 
Algerine pirates held prizen worth 20.- 
€00,000 franca. Again and again the 
Christian powera of that and the next 
century failed to inflict @ tasting de 
feat apon this ‘scourge of Christen 
dom!’ The British parilament passed 
ap act to ‘uodertake the Christiano 
work of the redemption of the cap 
tives from the cruel thraiidom thes 
lay ander,’ but its intention exceeded 
itz power, for not long afterward 30 
English ships were captured sod 6.000 
English slaves brought into Algiers in 
the space of seren years, and when 
after Ove years’ war between Engiand 
and the pirate state a pence was sigo- 
ed the dey refused to surrender a sin 
gle English slave. and the treaty had 
a clause to the effect that ‘the kinz ot 
Great Britaio Sbalt pot be obliged by 
Virtue of this treaty to redeem nny of 
hin subjectn pow in slavery. probably 
the most degrading treaty, an Sir Lam- 
bert Playfalr remarks, ever xicned be 
tween England and a foreicn porrer. 

“At one time 40,000 Chrixtinn siures 
Were in bondage in Algerin, of all the 
nations of Europe, many of them men 
of rank, learning and piety and all of 
them suffering datlty the most cruel 
bardabips, starvation and torture. .One 
would have expected the Christian na- 
tions to Join forces for one object at 
Jeast and wipe this puny pirate state 
of the earth, yet for [00 years Kar 
bary beld therg at bay

®0 the religious order of the Fatbers of

existed that the immigration season 
from Great Bntain to Canada, and 
especially to Ontario, closes with the 


end of spring. is effectually put down | 


with the figures for this season. Not 
only is the immigration season far 
from over for this year, but so far 
for July 3.414 British immigrants have 
been distributed among the farmers 
of Ontario. This is practically double 
the number for the same period of 
any previous year, and the tide of 
immigration is still pouring in, on 
some occasions during the month 
nearly four hundred coming in on 
one day. 

The number of British immigrants 
distributed throughout the province 
so far this season, has now reached 
the twenty-five thousand mark, and 
easily established a record. 

Discussing the situation recently, 
the Dominion Immigration Agent for 
Ontario, George L. tewart, said the 
main difficulty they had now to con- 
tend with was the migration of im- 
migrants to the west after they had 
spent a few months in Ontario. This 
was to be deplored, not only as it was 
proving a hardship for Ontario 
farmers, but to the British settlers 
themselves. With the exception gf 
the western harvest season, the farm 
Taborer averaged far better in Ontario 
than in the west. Not only did. he 
receive practically as high a wage, 
but expenses being less in Ontarlo, 
he was able to save more, = 

Another important factor to be re 
membered by the Ontario farm labor- 
er, considering leaving Ontario for 
the west, was that the Vere crop of 
the west only employed the labor men 
certain periods of the year, while in 
Ontario the mixed farming gave 
ateaity employment for about eight 
months of the year, and rather than 
let a good man go, the farmtr will 
retain him the year round. 

An improved system of record keep- 
ing which has this season been put 
into successful operation, keeps a 
record of where every British immi- 
grant coming to Ontario is placed, 
and whether or not he is maikng good. 
This is a great relief to the relatives 


‘in the old country of those who hava 


come over here and have not written 
home to say how they are getting 
along, as, with the aid of the record, 
all enquiries of this nature can be 
immediately handled. In some few | 
eases it has also proved successful 
in locating a man wanted by the 
British police. . 

Although the tide of immigration 
excels al) previous years, the demand 
for help from the Ontario farmer atill 
remains at ,practicaly the same ex- 
tent unanswered as last year—about 
twenty-five per cent. greater than the 
supply of help. This is explained by 
the fact ry while the namber - 
mmigrants brou, over has greatly 
increased, the wants of the farmers 
has increased in proportion.. The

Earler reports that the Lake Cham- 
plain and the Scandinavian were pro- 
ceeding to the assistance of the injur- 
ed -veesel are without Confirmation. 
The signal service report shows that 
the Scandinavian was some 300 miles 
away at the time of the accident.

ition of the Lake Champlain is not 
finitely known, but she passed Belle 
Iste at 8 a.m. 

The exact position of the Corsican 
when she struck is not stated, but the 
accident is thonght to have occurred 
some hundred miles east of Belle Isle. 
judging by the latest reports from the 
signal service, The signal service re- 
port from Belle Isle shows dense for 
prevailing, and this is probably the 
cause of the collision with the berz, 
and also accounts for the fact that the 
vessel was proceeding slowly.

News of Rovers’ death came fornia.-

Office from Capt. V. 1 Fox, inspector 
of Mongotia provinee. who command. 
ed the expedition. Although told in 
official report, the story revealed :- 
one of the nist dramatic in colonia! 
annals. 

For years Rogers had carried on his 
lawless trade, which popular opinion 
credited with netting him a fortune, 
The remote regions. along the Lad: 
enclave and Congo boundaries were 
the scenes of hix operations. Time af- 
ter time the British officials of th- 
Soudan had tried in vain to trap him 
It was this cefiance of yeare whieh 
determined the Government to crush 
the eld man. 

Capt. Fox's report shows that in hi- 
long overations Rogers had done mere 
than bad been dreamed «f by the Co. 
lonia! Office. He had established an 
r’zed administration over the wild 
ess country and amonz the na. 

as a Virtual uncrowned king. 

The suceess of the outlaw in hand.

Dr. Sun Yet Sen Reported Stain, 


San Francisco, Aug. 20.—Dr. Sun 
Yet Sen, first provisional President 
of China, and head of the revolution- 
ary party, was assassinated yesterday 
in Pekin by troops acting under or- 
dgrs supposed to have been given by 
President Yuan Shi Kai. according to 
an unconfirmed report in local Chi- 
nese circles, The news has reached

From a Home Office return issued 
recently it appears that the number 
of experiments made on living ‘ani- 
mals in Great Britain during last 
year was 95,233. Only small

Of the balance of 5,090, in which 
operations were carried out, 3,023 
came under the provision of the act 
that the anima) must be kept under 
an ansesthetic during the whole of 
the experiment, and must, if the pain 
is likely to c ntinve, or if any  ser- 
ious injury has been inflicted, be kill- 
ed before .it recovers from the infia- 
ence of the anaesthetic.

~ He had been for some years clerk 
of the Legislative Assembly of Mani- 
toba when, in 1900, he was appointed 
commissioner of immigration, with 
juriediction from Lake Superior to the 
Pacific Coast, and from the Interna. 
tional Boundary northward, and his 
powers in the settlement in those 
early days of the rush to the West 
were, in effect, only limited by hia 
own judgment. 

Perhaps few have any idea of the 
extensive operations of the Canadian 
Government in order to secure pro 
per foundations for the erection of the 
Western Emp:re. which must inevit- 
ably provide the manufacturing in- 
terests of the East with an increased 
amount of business from time to 
time.

N EEDING more money for their schools than 

was being raised by taxation, the ‘inhabi- 
fants of Wayne county, North Carolina, adopted 
the unique eypedient of cultivating the land sur- 
rounding the schvols, the money obtained from 
the sale of the crops heing used for the benefit of 
the school. Seventeen such school farms were 
‘Operated last year. They were worked by 1,200 
persons, men, women and children. whe contri- 
buted their labor iree. The net gain from the 
enterprise was nearly $1,200. 

This new movement to raise additional funds 
for the country school is descrited by A.C. Mon- 
gy ahan, assistant in rural education in the United} 
States Bureau of Education in a monograph just 
issued for iree distribution by the Bureau. Mr. 
ys Monahan writes : 
ae “The plan has been called ‘the school-farm 
a mcvement,’ and comprehends the establishment 
of small farms of irom two to ten acres in con: 
nection with every country schvol. This iarm is 
to be cultivated by the children and their parents, 
working together on certain days termed ‘school- 
farm working bees.’ 

“The ‘working bees’ are gatherings for social 
purposes, as well as for the cultivation of the 
School land. Each school farm is usually given 
to one crop. A regular system of rotation is 
planned. The agricultural work is done under 
the supervision of the best iarmer in the com- 
munity, so that good methods are used. Every 
person, therefore, taking part is given the Oppor- 
tunity to observe the most successful systems of 
raising the crops under c:ltivation. 

“The income received from the sale of the 
Products raised on the school farm,is used for 
general school purposes. It is hoped by this 
miovement to accomplish three things : First, tu 
make money to be used in supplementing - the 
school fund ; second, to ofier an Opportunity to 
make the teaching of agriculture in the rural 
school entirely practical and to illustrate how 
pleasant farm work can be made under proper 
conditions ; and, third, to offer rural communi- 
ties opportunities for gatherings to develop the 
Social side of farm life, with the school-house the 
Social center of the community and the principal 
occupation of the people—iarming—the center of 
interest.

YIELD Looxs Guon. 


Estimate fe That It Will Exceed All 
Exvectations. 

Winnipeg. Aug. 24.—With 15,000,000 
bushéls of last year's crop still wait 
ing to be moved. and the Tareest ere 
on record expected this year, the rail- 
ways in the west are up against one 
of the hardest propnsitions which they 
have evver¢ been called upon to face. 
The crop this year, at the very low- 
est estimate, will be 250,000,000 bush- 
els, and it is doubtful whether half 
of it can be moved-before winter sets 
in. 

One of the remarkable features of 
this year’s crop is the fxct t' ¢ thou- 
sands of bushela of wheat, oats and 






barley will be harvested from lands ! 


which four or five years ago were 
known as “bad lands,” and if anyone 
‘suggested at that time that crops 
would grow on that land, he would 
have been laughed at. This year, 
however, “dry farming’ ha3 been 
tried, with the result that the yield 
in many cases will be as high as 23 
and 30 bushels of wheat snd 100 bush- 
els of oats to the acre. 

Reports received here show that in 


Swift Current more than 30,000 acres 
are under cultivation where five years 
ago people were laughed at for sug- 
gesting that settlers be located there. 
There are being produced in this dis- 
trict this year as fine crops of wheat, 
oats, flax and barley as are to be 
seen in the west. In the dry belt be- 
tween Maple Creck and Brooks the 
cultivation never was better and the 
crops are excellent. 

One expert went from Calgary to 
High River by motor car and reports 
that he never saw better crops. His 
companion, who was on horseback, 
tode into a field of oats and the grain 
was higher than the horse's back. 
In one field of 1,500 acres, where the 
grain is being cut, the yield will be 
between 23 and 30 bushels to the acre, 
which is an enormous yield. In an- | 
other field of 500 acres of oats the | 
yield will) be more than a hundred | 
bushels to the acre. 

From Moosejaw and Regina to Win- | 
nipeg the harvesting now is general. { 
Passing through that district on the 
train. travelers can see the finest 
wheat to be found, and rorth and 
south of the railway tracks the crops 
are equally as good, if not better. 
Good crops are general in the whole 
district. 

This year the west will reap the 
finest crop ever known, and no ene 
can give a proper estimate of the total 
yield. It will exceed all of the most | 
sanzuine expectations. 

The railways have a bigger contract 
on their hands than ever, and the} 
crop cannot be moved by 1913 by any ! 
means. What will happen? At the | 
present time there are 15,000.000 bush- 
els of last year’s crop unmoved, and 
More than 250,000,000 bushels -will be 
pited on top of that inside of a few 
weeks. Hopes are being expressed 
all through the west that some means 
will be found by which the difficulty 
may be overcome and the crop moved 
by the railways. 

Harvesting is being commenced ear- 
lier this year, and many of the farm- 
ers, profiting by last year’s experience 
are shipping as quickly as possible. 
The railways will have their hands 
full from now on. 


Wreckers Are Foiled. 

Wirnipeg, Aug, 24.—The discovery 
of a deliberate attempt to wreck a 
Canadian Pacific senger train two 
miles south of Komane, was made 
by « sectionman early yesterday. The 
train is due in Winnipeg at 8 a.m., 
and between 6 and 7 o'clock it was 
discovered that spikes had been ex- 
tracted and angle bars removed from 
both lines of steel, the front ends of 
the rails being pulled cut until they 
stretched outside the ties. 

Marks indicated that men had been 
working on the wrecking job some 
hours, probably yesterday morning, 
ard the displaced material had all 
been carried away. The wrecking 
crew has been unable to discover ei- 
ther spikes or bars. The sectionman 
went north to the nearest wire point 
and stopped the southbound train. 
If this line had not been regularly 
patrolled as usual early in the morn- 
ing before trains go over it, a disas- 
trous accident would have resulted. 
Chief Bell of the Canadian Pacific 
police is working on the ground with 
a body of men, and it is hoped that 
the wreckers will be rounded up.

THOUSANDS AT SERVICE 


Crowds Seek Opportunity to See the 
Body as It Lies In State—English 
Pulpits All Pay Respects to Great 

Chrisiian Soldier Who Has Pass- 
ed Away — Preparaticns Are 
Now Ready for the Funeral. 


London, Aus. 26.—Great crowds 
gathered outside Congress Hall all 
day, heping to view the body «f the 
late Salvationist leader, Gen. William 
Booth, which for the past two days 
thas been lying in state. The body,

tu the general's private room and the 
Rell was used fer the regular Salva- 
tioa services. 

The hall was filled to its capacity 
of 2,000 persons at each of the three 
services. Of the eral tributes on the 
platiorm, these of Queen Mother Alex- 
andra and Emperor Willium were the 
most notable. The British and for- 
eign flags and the decorations on the 
walls of the hal! had not been re- 
moved. 

Commissioners Whitmore, Railton 
and Lawley conducted the services. 
and the famous silver band from the 
staff collece played the hymns. All 
the preaching dealt with the life of 
the late general, and was composed 
largely of reminiscences by the com- 
missioners. 

Tributes were paid to the dead evan- 
felist in al. the non-conformist pul- 
gts and in most of the pulpits of the 
established church yesterday. Eulo- 
gies also were read in the Cathelic 
churches. 

Brigadier Wood and Pastor Lake of- 
ficiate at the funeral ceremony in 
Olympia Hall, which will be of a re- 
markable character. Representatives 
are expected to attend the funeral 
from all parta of the world. The dele- 
fates from the United States and Can- 
ada will probably arrive in time. No 
fewer than 6,000 representatives of 
provincial corps in the United King- 
dom have Leen selected to attend.

HE WILL VISIT, ONTARIO 


The Liberal Chieftain Announces That 
If the Session of Parliament Does

This was the statement = given 
out by Sir Wilfrid Laurier upon leav- 
ing his office at the House of Com- 
mons after an informal conference 
with several of his colleagues at noon 
yesterday. Among those present were 
Hon. J H. Calder of Saskatchewan 
and Senator James H. Ross of Lon- 
don, Ont. ~ 

The chief reason for the reversal 
of Sir Wilfrid's tour was the fact that 
September ix the busiest month of 
the year in the west, and that the 
season was considered a most inopor- 
tune one for such a tour, 

Tn addition to this many communi- 
cations were received from points in 
northern Ontario, when news of Sir 
Wilfrid’s intention to go west was 
received, expressing the fear that if 
his northern Ontario trip was post- 
poned until after his return from the 
west the weather might be sv severe 
in the north as to preclude the possi- 
bility of a trip thither. 

Sir Wilfrid will start on his Quebec 
teur about the middle of next month, 
and will then proceed through On- 
tario. The dates of his itinerary have 
got yet, however, been arranced.

Merely as a matter of fact, Sir John 
Macdonald was born at neither King- 
sto. nor Adolphu-town. He was born 
in Glasgow on January Ll. the vear 
of the battle of Waterloo. His father 
was a manufacturer who, «3 a young 
man, moved to Ciasgow from a Suti- 
erlandshire village in the Hichlands. 
The boy John, third of five children, 
was five years old when he came with 
his parents to Canada. They settled 
* first in Kingston, which was then im 
portant as a military and social centre. 

The elder Macdonald failed to suc- 
ceed in: business in Kinsston. just a- 
he had failed to succe:d in Glasgow, 
The family moved first {+ Hay Bay. 
ther to Stone Mills. on the Bay of 
Quinte. From ten to fifteen years of 
age the boy John was a pupil at the 
Kingston Grammer School, which \ a+ 
all the formal education he got. As 
he once remarked tu a fend, “1 had 
no boyhood. Frum the age of fifteen 
T began to earn my living.” 

At the age of fifteen he becan ts 
study law as a junior clerk on a smal! 
salary inthe office of George Mac- 
kenzie. a friend of his father’s in 
Kingston. At twenty-one he was call- 
ed to the Bar in Kingston. The fol- 
lowing year ke became almost famou? 
at the hands of subsequent political 
biographers by his connection with 
the defence of Von Schuulz, the Polish 
revolutionist . io had joined the rebels 
of 1837 in Canada. 

In 1842, at the of twenty-seven 
Macdonald made his first visit to 
England, and for the first time re- 
visited Sootland, the Highlands and 
Glasgow. Two years later two hun- 
dred electors presented an address 
asking him to become a Conservative 
candidate for Kingston. In his firat 
address 40 a Canadian constituency. 
Macdonald said: 

“I therefore need scarcely state my 
firm belief that the prosperity of Can- 
ada depends upon its permanent con- 
mection with the Mother Country, and 
that I shall resist to the utinost any 
attempt to weaken that union,” 

He was elected by a huge majority 
ms member for Kingston, which, with 
sone short interruption, he represent- 
‘ed from 1844 till 1891. He was the 
sfirst Premier for Canada after Con- 
federation, of which he was at least 
one of the “fathers.” In 1837 his gov- 
ernment, was succeeded in offite by 
that of Alexander Mackenzie. In 1873 
be reaffirmed his British connection 
plank and added to it the bigger one 
of s national policy of protection for 
Canadian industries — since endorsed 
ahd adopted by the late Liberal Gov- 
ernment, along with the British pref- 
erence. By aibig majority he was re- 
turned to power, which he held until 
bis death in 1891. 


Hudson Bay Timber.

Earnestness and impressiveness 
the Salvationists Conduct a 
Gigantic Revival While Coffin 
of Dead Leader Rests on the 
Platform—Notables Present. 


London, Aug, 29.—Funeral services 
over the founder “of the* Salvation 
Army, Gen. Win, Booth, were held at 
the Olympia last night in accordance 
With the traditions of {vat organiza. 
tion, without pomp or symbols ol 
mourning, but with a most moving 
fervor and impreasiveness. 

Thirty-four thousand people partici- 
pated in the service. 

The body of the Jate cencral in a 
plain pine coffin rested hich on a 
white catafalque in front of the hig 
platform secrnss the end «* the hali, 
where all the chief officer: of the or- 
gxnization were seatcd and where for- 
ty bands were massed. 

While the front rows cf chairs be- 
fere the coffin were filled with re 
precentativer of various bodies, with 
the equerry fomthe king, several may- 
ors in their robes and chains of of- 
fice. a delegation from the Steck Ex- 
change, ministers. and clergymen of 
ail the Protestant churches, and Jew- 
1-}) rabbis, and while many notable 
jersona> 3 were seated threughout 
tie house, the ‘rank and file of the 
eteat gathering was composed of the 
plain people for whom the army works 
nnd of whom it is composed. 

The service itself was not only a 
memorial, but was a mammath meet- 
ing of prayer and praise. No other 
congregation comparable with it ever 
occurred in London. if in the world, 
save the funeral of the ceneral’s wife, 
which was held in the same hall 2 
years ago.

“But the genuine masculine desoznt 
of the Prince of Brunswick must be 
explored beyond the Alps—the vener- 
able tree whic has since overshadow: 
ed Germany and Britain was planted 
jn the Italian soil. As far as our 
sight can reach, we discern the first 
founders of the race in the Marquess 
of Este of Liguria. and perhaps of 
Tuscany, In the eleventh century the 

rimitive stem was divided into two, 

ranches. The elder emigrated to the 
banks of the Danube and the Elbe; 
ithe younger more humbly adhered to 
j the neighborhood of the Adriatic. The 

Dukes of Brunswick and the Kings of 

Great Britain are the descendents of 

tLe first; the Dukes of Ferrara and 

Modenn were the offsprings of the 

second.”” 

William Duke of Brunswick and 
Lurebourg, fourth son of Ernest, had 
fifteen children, seven of whom were 
sons, who were rendered more re- 

tmarkable in history by their amity 
then they could weil have been by an 
j extended and exalted lineage. On the 
death of their father in 1593, these 
princes — whos: names were Ernest, 

Christian, Augustus, Frederick, Mag- 
{ nus, George, and John—decided not to 

divide the paternal inheritance, to en- 
‘able them to keep up the dignity of 

their house. They agreed that only 

one of their number should marry, 
‘and that the eider brother should have 
j the sole Regency over the Lunebourg 
{ estates, to be succeeded by the eldest 
survivor. 

This remarkable compact was faith- 
fully observed by the amiable broth- 
ers. As already determined upon, they 
drew lots to see who should marry, 
and the fortunate choice fe! to George, 
the sixth brother, who formed an un, 
jon with Anne Leonora, daughter of 
Louis, Lendgrave of Hesse-Darmstadt, 
by whom he had five children. 

George thus secured the government 
to his family, but he died in 1642 
without enjoying the regency himself. 
By the Act of Settlement, familiar to 
tost readers, a descendant of the 
| above-mentioned George—son of the 
| vlector of Hanover—succeeded to the 
crown of England, in 1714, under the 
lite of George 1. 

From that period till. 1837 Hanover 
was governed vy the Kings of Eng- 
land without forming.» part of this 
kingdom. By the operation of the Salic 
jaw, ubhen Queen Victoria came to 
the throne, th. connection of the royal 
family with the continent was severed 
after continuing for one hundred and 
twenty-three years.

Grant Appleby of Renfrew County Has 
a Disp''te With Wild Pete Collins, 
~a Local Character of Victous Dis- 
position and Latter Harbors 
Grudge—Collins Draws Knife 
tn Fight and Kills Student.’ 


Cobden, Renfrew County, Ont., Aug. 
£1.—Grant Appleby, azed 27, a stu- 
de tin attendance at the Ontario Vet 
erinary College, Toronto, who was 
specding his vacation with his par- 
<4, Mr. and Mrs./T. Appleby, Ross 
Township, was murdered fast nizht 
immediately -in front of the parental 
homeste =, being stabbed twice to the 
heart by “Wild Pete” Collins, a farm- 
er of the district. 

Collins made hig escape, .nd al- 
though posses have ben out for 
hours, no trace of him has yet been 
found, 

The murder was the direct result of 

quarrel which occurred Thursday 
night in the village. - Collins is said 
* have insulted Appleby. and the lat- 
ter retaliated, a fierce hand-to-hand 
ficl.t ensuing. Collins went for Ap- 
pleby in a vicious manner, chewing 
his ear to shreds. Although the big- 
ger man, Appleby contented himself 
with ending the quarrel speedily and 
the pair were separated by friends. 

Collins evidently did not forcet the 
incident and carried his hatred to 
treat extremes yesterday. He has 
been known to be of a very vicious 
disposition and at times has been re- 
garded as insane. 

Early yesterday his brothers sent 
for his mother to assist in pacifying 
him, but in his rage he threw her out 
of the house and ordered her to keep 
away. 

Last night about eight o’clock Col- 
lins went down the road in the direc- 
ti: of the Appleby farm. Grant Ap- 
pleby, seeing him approaching, went 
out to meet him, with the intention of 
settling the dispute of the néght be- 
fore, which evidently from Eollins: 
manner was uncl fe 
As Grant approached, Collin- drew 
a knife from his pocket and made a 
rush for him. Grant called to his bro
